3) In claim 34, line 2, after "without inhibiting" delete "neutrophil". 

4) In claim 34, line 3, after "degranulation in" Insert "neutrophils". 

5) Rejoin claims 45, 47, and 48. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The claimed invention of a method inhibiting respiratory burst in adherent 
neutrophils without inhibiting neutrophil degranulation in or bacterial killing by 
neutrophils, said method comprising: contacting adherent neutrophils with an effective 
amount of a chemical compound as set forth in claim 32, is novel and non-obvious. In 
view of Applicant's amendments, there is no prior art that questions the novelty of the 
instant invention. Thus the claimed invention is rendered neither anticipated nor 
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obvious. Since the method was found novel, any agent that causes such a burst is also 
novel, as a results claims 45, 47, and 48 are rejoined. 

Conclusion 

Claims 32-55 are allowed.
